
October 20th, 2020

The Des Moines County Board of Supervisors met in regular session at the Court House in Burlington at 9 
AM on Tuesday, October 20th, 2020 with Member Bob Beck present. Present via Webex was Chairman Tom 
Broeker, and absent was Vice-Chair Jim Cary.  Member Bob Beck conducted the meeting.  This meeting was held 
with limited capacity due to COVID-19 and electronically via Webex and YouTube live streaming. Public input was
available through board email or call in.  

Two work sessions scheduled after the meeting and the Conservation Field Tour scheduled for Wednesday 
were cancelled.  Unless otherwise noted, all motions passed unanimously. The Pledge of Allegiance was conducted.

Meet with Department Heads: County Auditor Terri Johnson reported secrecy sleeves are required and not 
a county option, especially when there is a two-sided ballot.  Last Thursday, her office started providing secrecy 
sleeves for mailed and in-person absentee ballots.  10,000 secrecy sleeves were ordered and will also be used by the 
absentee board when they open affidavit envelopes for ballots that do not have a secrecy sleeve enclosed. The 
absentee board will place any ballots without secrecy sleeves into a secrecy sleeve prior to pulling the ballot to be 
counted.  Currently, 10,130 absentee ballots have been sent and 7,572 of those have been received. In-person voting 
has picked up and become very busy. The Auditor’s Office will be open Saturday, October 24th from 8AM to 5PM 
and Saturday, October 31st from 9AM to 5PM.  IT Director Colin Gerst stated his office is busy. County Engineer 
Brian Carter stated his office mailed 500 letters to landowners regarding DMC Hwy 99 closing in November for the 
bridge replacement project.  November 2nd they will have a pre-construction meeting.  Road crews are still ditching, 
working on culverts and blading roads. Assistant Land Use Administrator Jarred Lassiter reported a subdivision will 
be sent out for review and the Zoning Commission held a meeting Monday night. Safety Director Angie Vaughan 
was present.  CDS Director Ken Hyndman reported last week the SEIL Governing Board met and Great River 
Health Systems presented a report stating 1,489 individuals passed thru their facilities regarding mental health 
issues.  Two hospitals in Iowa have closed their psych units due to loss of funding from COVID. Hyndman stated 
they are still working on the website for SEIL, mental health is still a big issue and CARES Act funds provided to 
SEIL will be open to schools and other organizations and providers for mental health. Via WebEx: Conservation 
Director Chris Lee reported the conservation field tour has been postponed.  County Treasurer Janelle Nalley-
Londquist reported her office is busy. County Attorney Lisa Schaefer reported her office had a COVID exposure, so 
several employees are working from home until test results are received. Her office is busy.  They will transition to 
the new Karpel data management system next week and she is working on the audio/video equipment project for the
courtroom and trying to find grant money to assist.

COVID-19 Update. Local Health Administrator Christa Poggemiller reported her department is busy and 
the County currently has 1,214 cases with a 13.4% rolling 14-day count.  Her office is busy with contact tracing.  
The Flu clinic went well and continue conducting other flu clinics.  They are preparing for clinics when a COVID 
vaccine is released.

Accounts payable Claims in the amount of $1,626,005.52 was presented.  Broeker motioned to approve and
seconded by Beck. Broeker stated $500,000 was Secondary Roads for gravel and $900,000 was SEIL claims and 
CARES Act distributions.

Payroll Reimbursement Claims in the amount of $251.82 was presented.  Broeker motioned to approve and
seconded by Beck.

Resolution and Final Plat for Edward Schiefer Subdivision was presented.  This is a two-lot subdivision 
containing 14.28 acres located in the SE NW of Section 16 in Flint River Twp.  Owner is Edward Schiefer, 14653 
Flint Bottom Rd., West Burlington and the Subdivider is Edward Schiefer Estate c/o Teresa Prall, 829 Cindy Dr., 
Burlington. Lot 1 contains the existing home and Lot 2 will be retained by the family.  Assistant Land Use 
Administrator Jarred Lassiter presented the subdivision and recommended approval.  Broeker motioned to approve 
and seconded by Beck.
